A CONTRADICTION IN TERMS. 

T have prefaced what I propose to write 
on this great question by giving first the 
Russian ‘official statement, because J 
think it will be no difficult task to prove 
that not only is-Monsicur Sazonofl wrong 
in his reading of tho course of contem- 
porury history and, inferentially, of past 
history on the Mongolia frontier, but that 
it will soon be proved imperative for 
Russia cither to annex Outer Mongolia 
or fo retreat frankly and cheerfully from 
an untenable position, If she docs the 
first she will be deliberately sowing the 
wind so that she may.reap the whirl- 
wind; if she docs the second—not in ony 
undue -haste, but earcfully and deliber. 
ately, when the right hour bas come—she 
will be safeguarding her, ultimate beri- 
tage, which is, perhaps, all Avis, In ony 
ease, whet Monsieur Sazonoff says now, 
presumably in good faith, is nothing but 
‘a contradiction in terms. In one and the 
same breath he lays down that indepen- 
dence being impossible, tha separation of

Thin decree, which was issued last night 
by the Henlth Department of New York, 
relates to.the remains of tive of the six 
Italians who wero electrocuted, ay des- 
cribed in the ‘Daily Telegraph, and 
bas brought dismay to a firm of foreign 
undertakers, who had sequited the budies 
from thé prison on the plea that they 
represented the relation», and desired to 
give the corpses ceremonial burial. 

“Apparently the efectrocuted men had no 
relatives in, America, and the undertaliers, 
admittedly for the rake of advertisement 
and to secure the ‘cost: of the hurinl,. 
armoged a grim exhibition, to which tens 
of thousands of morbid peeple, chiefly 
Ttalians, flocked thranghout yesterday, 
‘some remaining in line nearly an hour to 
get a glimpse ‘of the dead criminals, who 
lia in state side by vide in the undertaker's 
cellar: No charge was made, but plates at 
the feet of the corpses invited donationr, 
and many wero given. |

two men were required to keep the people 
in line, ‘Don't crush’? Keep cool and 
you'll all have a ebance,” shouted a junior 
memher of tho undertakers’ tirm, The 
latter complained bitterly when informed 
that the bodies must be buried to-day. 
“MT was doing tho best I could for these 
fellows,” he asserted, indicating the ghast- 
ly relics with a wave of the hand. * All I 
want out of it’ is an advertisoment.
